the Ashantee War the Naval Brigade fought like 
Britons, ever cheerfully, ever zestfully; and our 
sailor soldiers were among the first to enter Coomassie 
with Sir Garnet Wolseley. In the Zulu War, again, 
Jack did yeoman’s service. Was it not the dashing 
lads of H.M.S. Shah who materially hastened the 
Pearson's gallant garrison at 
Ekowe? There's a freedom about Jack's movee 
ments—and fighting comes so natural to him—that 
the utmost confidence is always reposed in him, 
whether he fights on land or on the sea. So it is now 
in the Transvaal. We understand that nearly one 
half of the crew of her Majesty’s ship Boadicea was 
landed at Port Natal, by order of the Commodore, 
for service at the front. A naval contingent of about 
150 officers, seamen, and marines was formed, taking 
with them the machine guns belonging to the ship.

‘The tight of the 14th inst. in Basutoland appears 
to have been the sharpest struggle which has taken 
place siuce the relief of Mafeteng. А loss of fifteen 
killed and fifteen wounded is comparatively heavy, 
und it must always be considered as ‘ominous when 
the wounded, instead of outnumbering the killed by 
four to one—the proportion in modern battles—are 
but equal to them in number. This can only be 
taken as showing either that the fighting was 
hand-to-hand, or that some of the wounded 
were captured by the enemy. Іп hand-to-hand 
lighting he Basutos have a marked advantage 
over the majority of the Colonial sroops. Although 
at the time of enlistment the cavalry were

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INQUIRY INTO THE SALFORD 
EXPLOSION. 


Tue Home SECRETARY requested to be supplied 
with particulars respecting the explosion at the 
Regent-road Barracks, Salford; and a report was 
sent to the Home Office on Monday. 

The “ miscreants ” will, we trust, soon be brought 
to justice, and punished as they deserve for the 
murder of the poor little lad. The canister, which 
was found in the débris, was, it is supposed, intro- 


duced through the grid near which the explosion 
oceurred, the grid having first been removed, and 
Was tired by means of a fuse. It should be remem- 
bered that there was a dense fog over the whole 
district at the time, and the persons who committed 
the outrage would have no need to fear interruption. 
The police have received a story from a resident in 
the neighbourhood which seems to point inferentially 
to the perpetrators of the outrage. On the evening 
betore the explosion, between seven aud eight 
o'clock, two gentlemanly-dressed men called at a 
beer-house hear the barracks and ordered some drink. 
n conversation with the landlord they asked to be 
allowed to leave two parcels until a later hour of the 
ваше eveuing, and, permission having been given, 
they produced two packages in brown paper tied 
With strong twine. They said that they were 
Workmen and had been engaged to do a job in 
the neighbourhood, and that the parcels con- 
tained the materials which they had to use. They 
asked for the address of the house, stating that they 
Were entire strangers. The landlord states that the 
Speech of the men seemed like that of © Yankee- 
lrishmen.” As they said they should not return that 
hight the landlord opened one of the parcels and 
found it to contain wet mortar with a trowel stuck 
init. The other parcel, which felt hard to the touch, 
ike a canister, and was about the size of a 4 Ib. loaf, 
е did not open. Between four and five o’clock the 
hext afternoon the men called for the parcels, and 
the landlord explained to them that he had opened 
one of them. They did not appear disconcerted at 
1 by the information, and, taking the parcels, left 
house. About half an hour after their departure 
explosion occurred, and the landlord states that 

he Was lifted off his feet by the force of the shock. 
The police have also been informed that а woman 
Who passed the barracks shortly before the explosion 
Saw two men near the wall. There seems to be no 
doubt that dynamite was the explosive material used. 
Au inquiry was held on Sunday at the Salford 
Infautry Barracks regarding the explosion. All the

on Saturday in the case of the Rev. T. P. Dale, of 
St. Vedast’s, who applied to be discharged from 
confinement, and in the case of the Rev. Mr. 
Enraght, of Bordesley, near Birmingham, who 
sought for a writ of Aateas corpus. Their Lordships 
decided unanimously in favour of the appellants, 
overruling the decision of the Judges of the Queen’s 
Bench Division. The decision of the Lords Justices 
was based on the technical point that there had beena 
miscarriage in the mode іп which the writ of capias 
had been dealt with. The writs on which the de- 
fendants had'been committed issued from the Court 
of Chancery, through the Petty Bag Office; and, 
this being the case, it was held that they ought to 
have been brought into the Queen’s Bench for 
the purpose of being judicially considered there. 
Lord Justice James somewhat sarcastically re- 
marked that this might seem a very idle thing, 
but it was no more idle than the whole ques- 
tion before the Court. By law a man was bound 
to wear a particular vestment, апа by law, said his 
Lordship, the writ ought to be opened in a particular 
place. In the other and far more important points 
raised before the Court, the Lords Justices decided 
against the appellants, confirming the jurisdiction of 
Lord Penzance, as the lawful successor of those who 
had held the office of Dean of Arches from time 
immemorial. In aecordance with the judgment, an 
order was issued for the immediate discharge of 
Messrs. Dale and Enragut.

happened about half-past five p.m. on Frida,, 
Jan. 14, at the Infantry Barracks in the Regent- 
road, Salford. The barrack wall constitutes, roughly

The entrance is from Regent-road, a very busy 
thoroughfare; the street at what may be called the 
back of the barracks—namely, Tatton-street, being 
The explosion occurred 
in a part of the premises close to the last-named 
street, and at a spot where is placed what is termed 
a “lean-to’”’? shed, which is divided into three 
portions, one being used as an armoury, another as а 
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‘linen store, and the third as а butcher's store. Тһе 
object of those who planned the explosion is gene- 
rally supposed to have been to blow up the armoury, 
and either damage beyond remedy the weapons соп- 
tained in it or carry them off during the confusion 


which they expected would follow such an unexpected 


event. 

The explosion was apparently caused by some sub- 
stance put through a ventilating grid into the 
butcher’s store. At the place where the ‘‘lean-to” 
shed is situated the barrack wall, which is some 
twelve or thirteen feet high, has several grids in it 
for the purpose of ventilation. The explosion 
caused great damage, and resulted in what is far 
more lamentable — serious personal injury to a 
woman, and the death of a little boy. The 
building wrecked by the explosion is a one- 
storey structure, about fourteen yards long by 
seven yards broad, and four yards high. An irregu- 
lar hole, about a yard in diameter, was made in 
the outer wall—which is three bricks thick—in 
Tatton-street. Bricks were hurled with tremendous 
force down Darley-street, which is immediately 
opposite the scene of the disaster, and some were 
thrown over the tops of houses in the neighbourhood. 
Nearly every house in Darley-street suffered, the 
damage being confined chiefly to the windows. 
Damage of a like kind was done im Clifton-street, 
which runs parallel with Tatton-street, and in several 
other thoroughfares in theimmediate neighbourhood.
